' Applicant's request for reconsideration filed on 1 1/22/2004 have been fully considered but does not place application in condition for 
allowance. 

The applicant argues in page 8 for claim 1 respectively that House's reference does not suggest transmitting an executable from a server 
to a remote location over a network with the executable processing data generated by the server. The examiner respectfully submits that 
House reference disclose transmitting an executable (eg. script output) to the browser (col. 2 lines 46-52). House invention apply to the 
web server, and webpage include froma and object for processing data wherein objects are embedded inside HTML page as considered 
to be the processing data by the executable or script output. Based on the claim language executable can be anything in this case the 
script output generated from the web server whtich could be use to execute in the browser and web server environment. 

In addition, the applicant further argues that House's reference dose not teach generating the data at the server as the executable is being 
transmitted. The examiner respectfully submits that the cited above features are further stated in (col. 2 1 st paragraph, lines 46-52; and 
col. 8 lines 6-10). House's logically disclsoes that ehe web server generate script output along with the require data wherein the script 
output and the output data consider to be executable and execute processing data respectively. Furthermore the script output can be use 
to execute another applet at the remote browser and output data can be use to represent the HTML object for displaying. Therefore it is 
clear that House does read on the breadth of the claims language, thus stated in the rejection of record. 
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
